that my resignatio n 
was dema nded by President Clev e­ 
land.

Destructive Blaze At Messerly’s 
General Store. 


LOSS SEVERALTHOUSANDS 


Contents of Store Damaged Both By 
Fire and Water— Statement 
of Insurance. 


What might easily have been one 
of the most destructive conflagra­ 
tions ever known 
in Sedalia oc 
curred 
in 
Chas. 
E. 
Messerly’s 
general store at Second and Osage 
yesterday afternoon. 


It is fortunate that, 
instead of 
the damage of eight or ten thousand 
dollars 
to 
the 
stock, 
the entire 
building and the block in which it 
is located were not destroyed. 
The fire started in the basement, 
under the rear of the store, sup­ 
posedly by the dropping of a lighted 
cigar through a grating in the alley 
into the basement, igniting a heap 
of waste paper and 
setting fire to 
the building. 


The first seen of the fire was the 
bursting of smoke and flame through 
the cellar door in the store room. 
An alarm was sent to engine house 
No. 2, about a block away* and the 
hose company responded promptly, 
being joined a few moments later 
by 
hose 
company No. 
i. 
They 
laid two lines of hose and poured 
two stiff streams of water into the 
cellar. 


The flames burst through the cel­ 
lar door and climbed up a post to 
the ceiling in the store room. 
The ceiling had been first covered 
with canvass, on which paper was 
pasted in the 
usual way. 
These 
took fire, burned into shreds,causing 
a perfect rain of fire down on to 
the 
stock. 
The 
room 
was soon 
filled with flame and smoke, and it 
looked for a little time as though 
the whole building would be con ­ 
sumed. 
The fire began at 4 o'clock, and 
by 5 o'clock the hose companies, 
assisted by clerks and salesmen with 
pails of water, 
had 
subdued the 
flames. 
It was then 
found that several 
thousand dollars' worth of damage 
had been done to the stock. 
The 
staple 
goods 
department, on the 
south side of the building, suffered 
heavily. 
The bolts of cloth, both 
woolen and cotton, which had been 
shelved endways, were 
so burned 
and charred as to render them al­ 
most entirely worthless. 
In this department $5,000 worth 
of new goods, 
shelved yesterday, 
suffered practically total 
destruc­ 
tion. 
It will be some time before 
the exact loss in this department 
can be figured out. 
In the clothing department, 
on 
the 
north side of the store, there 
was 
heavy 
damage. 
Stacks 
of 
clothing were burned, none of the 
garments 
extensively, 
hut 
all 
damaged from 50 to 75 per cent. 
The shoe department suffered less, 
the 
most 
of 
the stock being in 
pasteboard 
boxes, 
thus 
escaping 
serious damage. 
The notion department, 
in the 
center 
of 
the 
building, 
suffered 
some, especially the goods stacked 
on the tops of the shelving. 
In the grocery department 
the 
loss was heaviest in flour, several 


thousand pounds being ruined by 
fire and water. 
Mr. Vitt, head salesman, places 
the loss at between 
six and ten 
thousand. 
The figures cannot be 
given with any degree of accuracy 
until the insurance adjusters, who 
are expected tomorrow, have made 
an examination of the stock. 
The following 
figures 
give the 
amount of insurance carried by Mr. 
Messerly:

Mr. Messerly also held a policy 
of $ i,co o on furniture and fixtures 
:n the Commercial London. 
Mr. Messerly announces that just 
as soon as he can get 
the 
stock 
straightened up he will resume bus­ 
iness. 
Some of the occupants of 
the 
second and third stories were co n ­ 
siderably alarmed by the smoke and 
escaped in their night clothes, h a v ­ 
ing been asleep in their rooms. 
Two young men, 
clerks in the 
store, were in the basement and es­ 
caped by way of the gratings 
on 
Osage street, the fire having taken 
possession of the stairway.

past

“ fort" of free 
coinage in Wall street, and as the 
uprising of the people now spread­ 
ing over the country in advocacy 
of that great cause like a tidal wave 
becomes more clear and apparent 
we hail the dawn of better days and 
are glad to see a great paper like 
the Journal join the ranks of pro 
ducers. 
We have only space for a 
portion of 
Mr. 
Fleming's paper.

Our railroads carry more 
tons of freight than ail the railroads 
and ships of the rest of the world. 
According to Mulhall, the product­ 
ive power of the United States has 
trebled since i860 and is now by far 
the greatest in the world. 
It has 
been shown that we produce and 
consume, of all commodities taken 
together, more than half as much 
as all the balance of the world. 
“ What capacity here to absorb 
vast sums of money! 
What power 
to 
assimilate 
increasing 
amounts 
with future growth! 
With such d e ­ 
mand for money to liquidate debts, 
to develop our dormant resources 
and to carry our marvelous trade, 
who 
is 
wise 
enough to 
set 
the 
bounds to the amount of money and 
credit needed by our giant young 
republic? 
“ Second— As to the supply. The 
silver coin of Europe minted at a 
ratio of 15 */o to 1 or less, and at 
par with gold, and the silver money 
of Asia 
and 
Mexico 
being 
only 
about 
$2.50 
per capita, and the 
only money in use there, we cannot 
get. 
There is no accumulation of 
silver bullion in the world expect 
that in our own treasury, most of 
which is held for 
redemption 
of 
treasury 
notes. 
What 
silver 
we 
coin then must come from the fu­ 
ture 
output of the mines. 
What 
that output will be can best be esti­ 
mated from past experience. 
“ The largest amount ever taken 
from the mines in any one year was 


i 67 ,752,561 ounces, 
of which the 
commercial value is, 
according to 
our director of the mint, $106,522,- 
900, and the coin value $216,892,- 
200. 
European nations took last 
year for subsidiary coinage S30,- 
000,000, and the United States $9,- 
000,000. 
The arts consumed $50,-

dollars as the basis of a greater 
circulation is practically unlimited,

So that under the opera­ 
tion of the economic laws above 
stated, the United States should be 
able to maintain the value of silver 
on the ratio of 16 to 1, at par with 
gold, not only at home, but in the 
markets of the world."
